}2. The Officers of the Telegi Department are required immediately to make a 
courteous remonstrance in any case where trees are being planted within 25 {eet of, or soa 
to be likely to interfere with, a telegraph wire, and in case of their objection not 
attended to, they should report at once to their immediate superiors. The Superintendent 
‘of the division or the superior officer should represent the case to the local authority in 
charge of the’ planting, and endeavour to get the trees removed, failing which, he should 
report to the head of his own department. 

- 18. Wherever possible, trees that have been recently planted within the prescribed 
distance should be removed. 

14. It may be necessary in some few cases to remove existing lines of telegraph which 
interfere seriously, or are likely so to interfere, with groves or avenues of trees ; ‘bat on 
secount of expense, no such removal is to take place withont a special report to the 
Government of India of all the circumstances of the case. Such report must distinctly 
show whether the avenue was first planted or the telegraph line first erected. a 

15. The foregoing rules are not applicable to lines of telegraph passing through forest 
and jungle tracts, but care should nevertheless be taken to avoid injury to barge trees, 
which are in every situation to be considered as valpable. 2
